Australia to welcome FIFA technical inspection team 


Australia welcomes a delega- 
tion of FIFA inspectors next 
week as the bid to bring the 
greatest show on earth, the 
FIFA World Cup™, to Australia 
in 2022 gains momentum. 

FIFA have commenced a two- 
month tour, inspecting the nine 
countries who are bidding to host 
the 2018 or 2022 FIFA World Cup™ 
tournaments. 

The delegation of FIFA inspec- 
tors are responsible for conducting 
the technical evaluation of the bids 
and will visit Japan (19 - 22 July), 
South Korea (22 - 25 July), Austra- 
lia (26 - 28 July), Netherlands and 
Belgium (9 - 12 August), Russia (16 
- 19 August), England (23 - 26 Au- 
gust), Spain and Portugal (30 August 
- 2 September), United States (6 - 9 
September) and Qatar (13 - 17 Sep- 
tember). 

The FIFA inspection team consists 
of six delegates and is led by Chilean 
Football Federation President, Har- 
old Mayne-Nicholls. 

The team will be escorted by FFA 
to inspect a selection of stadiums, ho- 
tels, training grounds and other infra- 
structure included in Australia’s Bid 


to host the 2022 FIFA World Cup™. 

At the end of the inspection tour, 
the delegation will submit an objec- 
tive report to assist FIFA’s 24 execu- 
tive members select a host for the 
2022 FIFA World Cup™, which will 
be announced by FIFA on 2 Decem- 
ber 2010 in Zurich. 

“We are totally focused on bring- 
ing the FIFA World Cup™ to Aus- 
tralia in 2022,” said FFA Chairman, 
Frank Lowy. 

“Tt is a dream, an ambition and an 
aspiration shared by all Australians. 
The inspection tour of Australia pro- 
vides an opportunity to showcase our 
first class infrastructure and share 
details of our proposal for a uniquely 
Australian 2022 FIFA World Cup™ 
with FIFA directly. 

“It is an important milestone in 
the bidding process and we need to 
ensure the inspectors can make the 
most of their short time here and see 
as much as possible without distrac- 
tions.” 

Australia’s bid also has complete 
bipartisan support. 

Ten host cities have been selected 
as part of the Bid under Australia’s 
nationwide hosting proposal that will 
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see FIFA World Cup™ matches in 
six states and territories. Three new 
stadiums will be built in Perth, Can- 
berra and Blacktown in Western Syd- 
ney and nine others upgraded should 
the Bid be successful, providing a 
$2.8 billion infrastructure legacy for 
all sporting codes and generations to 
come.

“Subsequently we have been cleared 
by the Federal Government, independent 
auditors and now by FIFA. 

“With this behind us we can now con- 
centrate on our Bid to bring the biggest 
sporting event in the world to Australia 
in 2022. 

“If we are successful it will be a thrill- 
ing result for football fans and provide a 
lasting legacy for all major sports and a 
huge benefit to the national economy.”

The match completes the major pre- 
season hit-outs for the Phoenix, having 
beaten Brisbane Roar 2-1 in Hamilton 
and losing 2-0 away to Adelaide United. 

Their next match will be the opening 
round of the Hyundai A-League 2010/11 
competition at Westpac Stadium on 
Friday, August 13, against Gold Coast 
United. 

Boca danger man Marcelo Canete 
tested the Phoenix defence in the 10th 
ninute when he stepped his way through 
four defenders before sliding the ball be- 
ond Phoenix goalkeeper Mark Paston’s 
right-hand post. Soon after, Paston’s 
ands welcomed the warmth provided 
by a Pablo Mouche drive. 

The game picked up in intensity fol- 
lowing a harsh challenge on Paul [fill by 
Cellay that earned the Argentine a yel- 
low card from referee Jamie Cross in the 
20th minute. 

Phoenix striker Macallister bagged

Greenacre had an early opportunity in 
the second stanza to extend the Phoenix 
lead but his header to a delightful Troy 
Hearfield cross from in front of goal 
looped over the crossbar. 

Referee Cross issued further cards to 
Boca’s Lucas Viatri and Phoenix mid- 
fielder Tim Brown in separate incidents 
soon after as both teams showed their 
competitive nature in the “friendly” 
match. Boca’s Jesus Mendez, who 
nailed Brown in a poor challenge, and 
Juan Insaurralde also found their way 
into the referee’s notebook. 

Phoenix coach Ricki Herbert resisted 
making any changes till near the hour 
mark, introducing Argentine triallist Ro- 
berto “Toto” Cornejo for Macallister and 
Brazilian-cum-Kiwi playmaker Daniel 
for Bertos. 

Daniel made his mark almost immedi- 
ately in the 61st minute when his looping 
left-footed cross from a free kick found 
captain Andrew Durante on the far post 
for a close-range header back across the 
Boca goal and into the net. 

Greenacre made way for triallist Mir- 
jan Pavlovic to show his wares with 20 
minutes remaining. Tempers flared soon 
after when Cellay was sent from the field 
after a clumsy challenge and connection 
of heads with Ifill. The Phoenix mid- 
field dynamo was replaced soon after 
by English triallist Chris Shuker — who 
played alongside Greenacre at Tranmere 
Rovers.

The Commentator: 

Coulda, canna, shanna, banana be an 
Fugly McDugly but who cares as long as 
the voice is dripping goo concerning the 
taboo, than who should give a shmoo. 
Enough with the bad rap. Don’t push 
me coz I’m close to the edge. Now then, 
enough gay banter. Let us look at who or 
what (depending on after hours responsi- 
bility) a commentator may refer to: 


PUNDIT - a commentator on a topic 
such as politics, social sciences or sport. 


SPORTS COMMENTATOR (SC) - 
a sports commentator. Who would’ve 
thought? 


COLOUR COMMENTATOR (CC)- 
a sports commentator who assists the 
play-by-play announcer by providing 
analysis and background information. 
Otherwords, Batman’s Robin, George’s 
Bush, or Jana’s Wendt. 


MASTER of CEREMONIES (MC) - a 
host of a public or private staged event 
who has his own gold and silver denim 
sequined jacket with “MC” on the back, 
and carries an Elvis signed microphone. 
Usually the class clown in school. 


POSTGLOSSATOR (PG) - or com- 
mentator, a member of a European le- 
gal school which arose in France in the 
fourteenth century with a penchant for 
swearing in Latin, bashing peasants with 
a mace, and pillaging relatives. 


Historically speaking, in medieval me- 
dieval scholastic philosophy “The Com- 
mentator” was used to refer to Averroes, 
after his famous commentary on Aristo- 
tle. Stick that in yer bong and break it 
you limey Arts degree student. 


Commentary teams typically fea- 
ture one professional commentator 
describing the passage of play, and 
another, usually an ex-player or man- 
ager, providing supplementary input 
as the game progresses. 

The ‘color commentator’, or ‘EXPERT/ 
SPECIAL’ commentator will usually re- 
strict his input to periods when the ball is 
dead or out of play, or there is no signifi- 
cant action on the field and will defer to 
the main commentator whenever there is 
a shot on goal or other significant event. 
Sometimes this unfortunately results in 
their being talked-over or cut short by 
the primary commentator. 

In pubs, this scenario would escalate 
to the two largest set blokes having a 
stoush, because being full if piss, there 
would be nothing left to do but barney 
over the fact that someone can’t keep his 
big fat mouth shut. 

Additionally, former players and man- 
agers appear as pundits, carrying out a 
similar role to the co-commentator dur- 
ing the build-up to the match, at (1/4, 
3/4) half-time and post-game. In English 
spheres, the motorsports coverage may 
have as many as two ‘color men’ in the 
John Wilkes Boothe for a given broad- 
cast. 


TSIGAN’S TSIGAR 


In NORSELANDS the term expert- 
kommentator (expert commentator) is 
used for a knowledgeable sidekick to 
the play-by-play announcer. Thank- 
fully he is charged with providing the 
slapstick, the Costello to Tony’s Ab- 
bott. 

In Latino-speaking countries, the po- 
sition is known as a comentarista (com- 
mentator), in opposition to the narrador 
(narrator) who describes the action, and 
is not to be confused with Conquistador, 
Matador or Valmador of whom nothing 
nice can be said apart from Pig Fascist. 
In France, the term is “consultant” in op- 
position to the “commentateur sportif” 
(who is also a journalist) and spends the 
other half of his time seducing every- 
one’s wife. In some countries, the two- 
person commentating team is not used. 

In Germany, most broadcasted Fussbol 
matches feature a single play-by-play 
announcer, who is expected to provide 
background information and statistics by 
himself. This is Deutsche Fantastik at its 
finest. When a two-person commentat- 
ing team is used (for example often in 
Motorsports or Winter sports) the second 
man (normally a former athlete) is called 
“Experte”. And just as vell, as ve could 
haff another Putsch.

Grieg and Bill ‘Pidgeon’ Lawry did the 
same for WSC. 


In conclusion, lets remember that the 
voice has more distinction than the 
face.

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THE year 1972 saw some of greatest 
highs and deepest lows of Austra- 
lian football. 

Among the highlights were a successful 
tour of south Asia and New Zealand which 
contributed to the eventual first World Cup 
qualification in 1974, the first victory by 
Australia over a English touring club when 
Wolverhampton Wanderers were beaten 
and a draw against Santos for whom Pele 
played in the twilight of his career. The 
lows included an unbalanced interstate 
club tournament which was anticipated to 
be the forerunner for a national league and 
the expulsion of Croatia from the Victorian 
State League after a pitch invasion and a 
brawl and the botched withdrawal from the 
Oceania Confederation of FIFA which was 
aimed at securing membership of the Asian 
Confederation instead. 

The year began with the usual optimism 
despite falling crowds for league matches 
in New South Wales. The Ampol Cup in 
NSW reversed the trend with some highly 
competitive matches drawing a 37 per cent 
increase at the start of the season. Plans for 
a national director of coaching were cen- 
tred on a highly credentialed FIFA coach 
Dietmar Kramer, but his appointment did 
not occur. A number of tours had been 
planned including Borussia Munchenglad- 
bach whose visit was cancelled for fear of 
poor attendances and losses. Dundee from 
Scotland, Wolves and Santos did appear 
however. 

Dundee kicked off the touring season 
with two-one win over Australia on 17 May 
in Adelaide. Jimmy Wilson and Jocky Scott 
put the Dark Blues two-up inside 18 min- 
utes, but Noddy Alston pulled a goal back 
in 27, but Australia could not break through 
again. Apart from a four-two win over Vic- 
toria three days earlier most of Dundee’s 
matches were blow-outs. Queensland was 
drubbed 9-0, New South Wales was ham- 
mered 6—1, while there were 9-1 wins over 
the ACT and 16-1 against a Northern Riv- 
ers select. 

Wolverhampton Wanderers were next 
to arrive and had a close shave with South 
Australia getting up by the odd goal in five, 
but ran up six-two against Queensland and 
three without reply in the West. In the in- 
ternationals, Australia recorded its first vic- 
tory over a touring English club side with a 
one-nil win at Olympic Park, thanks to an 
84th minute goal by Noddy Alston. In the 
Sydney match played the following day, 
Australia drew two-all with Ray Baartz put- 
ting the Socceroos ahead in the first minute 
following lead-up work by Billy Rogers 
and Terry Butler. After John McAlle equal- 
ized from a corner, Baartz struck again in 
36 minutes from a George Harris through 
ball, beating two defenders along the way. 
Hugh Curran equalised late on when Peter 
Wilson froze as the ball came across. 

Five days later Santos with Pele in its line- 
up was also held to a two-all draw. Jimmy 
Rooney scored a cracker and Ray Baartz 
added the other. Orlando Pereira and Edu 
scored for Santos. The match nearly did not 
take place as Santos insisted in having the 
match fee paid before they would take the 
field, so there was a frantic scramble by the 
ASF to raise the readies. 

Meanwhile in Victoria there was a ma- 
jor controversy when Croatia was thrown 
out of the State League after a match at 
Olympic Park against Hakoah. The referee, 
Jimmy Brennan, sent off Croatia full back 
Hugh Gunn and later he was about to pe- 
nalise another player when some members 
of the Croatia support came over the fence 
and made for the ref. The protestors bailed 
up the players and the referee in the dress- 
ing rooms till long after the match and the 
VSF tribunal threw the book at Croatia. The 
political situation in Australia was highly 
charged at the time with fire bombs being 
set off near Yugoslav premises in Sydney 
and a number of young Australian Croa- 
tians being killed in an abortive attempt 
to invade Yugoslavia. The VSF argued at 
the time and in a subsequent court case that

the suspension was entirely the result of 
football related matters however. Several 
of the Croatia stars including Billy Vojtek 
and Jimmy Mackay moved to Sydney clubs 
when Croatia was banned. 

At the end of the domestic season the 
ASF ran an interstate competition involv- 
ing the top four clubs in New South Wales 
and Victoria. Hakoah, APIA, Marconi and 
St George represented NSW and South 
Melbourne Hellas, JUST, Melbourne Hun- 
garia and George Cross turned out for Vic- 
toria. The northerners won all the matches 
in the first two rounds and attendances fell 
away. The tournament was billed as a trail- 
er for a national league but it did not inspire 
confidence in that idea. Despite a revival by 
the Vics in the later rounds, particularly by 
Hellas, it was Marconi which won the title, 
beating St George one-nil in the final. 

Sir Arthur George and the ASF were keen 
to break away from the Oceania confedera- 


tion and join Asia instead. Late in the year 
Australia resigned from Oceania, but with- 
out securing the move to Asia. As a result 
the country remained unaffiliated to FIFA’s 
structure at the end of the year. 

It is interesting to read Paul Dean’s con- 
temporary assessment of the year in Soc- 
cer World. Among the pluses he mentioned 
were that the ASF won the right to host 
Australia’s World Cup qualifying group in 
1973. There was finance from the Rothmans 
company for a national director of coach- 
ing. The NSW Federation bought Parklea 
for future development. Frank Arok won 
four out of five trophies available to NSW 
clubs. Joe Marston took over APIA again 
as full-time manager-coach. But there was 
poor promotion of the game by the clubs. 
Paul Dean incidentally is the pen-name of 
Andrew Dettre, long-time editor of Soccer 
World, who handed over the reins to Lou 
Gautier at the start of 1973.

Can The EPL’s Bad Boy Change His 5 Ways?

There’s less than three weeks to 
go until the start of the new sea- 
son. And, believe it or not, | had 
nothing to write about...then there 
| was counting the minutes and 
hours, when my delicate constitu- 
tion was unsettled by this shock- 
ing quote from Sky Sports web- 
site: 


“Watching some of the performances in 
the World Cup over the summer I think 
that on form, I’m as good as anybody in 
this country.” 


Can you guess the source? It is obvi- 
ously not someone lacking confidence in 
his ability. Then again, given the paucity 
of performances from some countries, 
the words could come from an Italian, 
a Frenchman or even a Brazilian. One 
clue, it’s an Englishman. Still stumped? 
He went on to elaborate: 


“T don’t say that lightly and I have to 
go out and prove that, but surely every 
midfielder in this country should be 
thinking like that?” 


Ok, now we’ve narrowed it down to 
several hundred players, I'll spill. It was 
Joey Barton, the Newcastle United play- 
er. Whilst I wouldn’t normally give any- 
thing Barton says much credence, surely 
it says something about the state of the 
national team when Barton — which 
some liken to a thug in football boots - 
starts speaking in such terms. Worst of 
all, he actually has a point. 

How many times have we watched the 
goggle box and, after a misplaced pass 
of a few yards, thought “I could do better 
than these guys?” During a World Cup in 
which England’s players needed a map 
to pass further than a few yards, I must 
have uttered it more than once. So what 
must players like Barton et al be think- 
ing? Answer — exactly the same. Joey 
sums it up: 


“They should be looking at (the Eng- 
land squad) it and saying, “‘that’s 
where I want to be and that’s where I 
can go.” 


The fact I find myself agreeing with the 
former Manchester City player’s belief 
that England places are up for grabs — 
even to a man who once assaulted ex- 
colleague Ousmane Dabo, and was sent 
to prison after a Boxing Day night out for 
punching a helpless man in the street 20 
times in what the judge called a “violent 
and cowardly act” — doesn’t fill me with 
pleasure. At the time of the assault Bar- 
ton summed up everything about some 
footballers I disliked; the arrogance of 
money, lack of discipline and the idea 
that players can do what they like - short 
of murder - and continue playing after 
their punishment. Whether I like the 
system or not doesn’t take away from 
the fact that the man fans love to hate is

back in the EPL and — after a few second 
chances - is ready for a new start to his 
career and to put his newfound maturity 
to the test. To that end put August 22nd 
in your diary. They play Aston Villa and 
the last time he faced Gabriel Agbonla- 
hor in November 2008 he was alleged to 
have made racial comments to the Villa 
striker. Should be interesting!

That’s all well and good, but there was 
never any doubt in Manchester or New- 
castle about his ability. The problem in 
the past has been his ability, or inabil- 
ity, to stop his fists from colliding with 
the faces of others. However, I have no 
problem with Barton harbouring interna- 
tional ambitions. He is 27 and should be 
approaching the prime of his career. He 
also plays in a defensive midfield posi- 
tion that England has had a few problems 
with - and looking at his quotes again he 
must have been watching Gareth Barry 
tread water in South Africa with glee. 
Whatever his opinions he should be 
looking toward that other enfant terrible 
of EPL season’s past — Lee Bowyer — for 
inspiration. 

In April 2005 Bowyer punched New- 
castle teammate Kieran Dyer on the 
pitch (what is it with Newcastle and 
thugs?) in an incident which saw both 
men sent off. At the time Bowyer’s ca- 
reer looked destined for freefall. He then 
joined West Ham where he rebuilt his 
career with some good performances. 
During his time there they even signed a 


certain Kieran Dyer, with seemingly no 
repercussions. 

Before this, as a player for Charlton in 
1996, Bowyer strolled into a McDonalds 
in London and ordered a cheeseburger. 

According to the Daily Mail he tossed 
it to the ground, demanding another 
cheeseburger, to be served by a white 
person and not a “f**king Paki”. He 
and his friends then launched a tirade of 
racist abuse, hurling chairs at the server. 
Bowyer pleaded guilty to affray. Bow- 
yer was also part of a mob (along with 
Spurs’ Jonathan Woodgate) who chased 
Sarfraz Najeib outside a Leeds nightclub 
in January 2000, where he was viciously 
beaten. Bowyer was cleared but Wood- 
gate was found guilty of affray. 

After West Ham Bowyer moved to the 
sedate spotlight of Birmingham City, 
and Barton would be wise to adopt the 
calmer on-pitch attitude of the older and 
wiser Bowyer, especially in the mine- 
field of the north-east where he will be 
goaded and provoked far more than he 
ever was during his visits to nightclubs. 
If he does start performing it will be 
interesting what stance Fabio Capello 
adopts toward the player. 

Until then it is better Barton focuses on 
the monumental task of keeping New- 
castle in the EPL, especially as they 
haven’t really strengthened the squad to 
much of a degree, and go into the sea- 
son with a coach in his first season in 
the Premier League. Perhaps this is one 
situation where the fighting spirit of Joey 
Barton will be essential! 


Milner: From Villain To Super-Vil- 
lain 
In the week that West Ham co-chair- 
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man David Sullivan pooh-poohed As- 
ton Villa’s reported interest in Scott 
Parker, in part because he wasn’t for 
sale and in part because they couldn’t 
afford him, you’d think the Villains 
and their fans would be ecstatic that 
Manchester City are most likely will- 
ing to spend in excess of £20million for 
an unexceptional player like James 
Milner. 

City may even throw in Stephen Ire- 
land, if reports are true. To me that’s 
like selling your rust bucket and having 
the buyer toss in a BMW along with the 
cash. Charity could be alive and well at 
Eastlands if Aston Villa gets Ireland and 
£24million. 

Leaving aside Milner not being any 
better than what they already have, the 
transfer has seen some comments on 
forums accusing him of being a greedy 
boy, (he is 24 by the way so go figure) 
and of being an ungrateful wretch whose 
career was rescued by Villa, only for him 
to want to become a bench-warmer at 
City. I can’t argue with the bench-warm- 
er theory but as for being greedy, how 
does that work? 

If you’re offered a pay rise by a com- 
petitor to do the same job is it really 
greed to leave? That of course assumes 
he will be offered a pay rise. What if he 
was leaving to be on the same money? 
Would the Villa fans feel better about 
that scenario? Of course not. He wants 
to leave, and whatever the reason, fans 
will be upset. If I’m Milner, aside from 
the likely pay rise, I’d ask myself which 
team gives me the best chance of winning 
right now. Is it the team that finished Sth 
and strengthened or is it Aston Villa? 

The complaints from fans are a typi- 
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cal smokescreen. Yes, I feel for the Villa 
fans, starved of success. No fan likes to 
be jilted by a player they love, so it’s far 
better to convince oneself that the player 
is leaving simply for the money, and not 
because it gives him a better chance of 
winning. To admit the latter is depress- 
ing and defeatist. Fans have to display a 
certain degree of faith (AKA delusion) 
when it comes to such things. It is what 
England fans are famed for, and at club 
level it is no different. That is not to say 
that every player joins City because they 
give them the best chance to win. But in 
Milner’s case I believe it is money and 
ambition. 

That’s not to say City are a bigger club 
than Villa but the Villa fans who com- 
plain about Milner and City’s money 
need to understand that historically teams 
like Blackburn in the 1990s attracted the 
best players because they were throwing 
money around, and throwing money has 
been proven to give you a better chance 
of winning titles. 

Villa fans either need to pray for a 
Middle Eastern takeover or for Stephen 
Ireland and several other players bought 
with the Milner money, to make up for 
his absence. All is not doom and gloom. 
They lost Gareth Barry and became a 
better team. If the transfer goes ahead 
it will leave a bitter taste with the fans 
but what sweeter revenge on Milner and 
City to finish above them?

Will Arsenal challenge for the EPL Title? 


Last season was reasonably 
successful for Arsenal Foot- 
ball Club, as they challenged 
for the Premier League title for 
much of the year, capped off 
with a decent run in the Cham- 
pions League. But will the 
Gunners be able to challenge 
for the Premier League crown 
this time around? 

As I have suggested, last season 
was fairly successful for the North 
London club, as they managed to 
challenge deep into the season for 
all major honours, doing so with- 
out spending a great deal of money 
in terms of transfers and wages 
when compared to their fellow title 
rivals. And with every season the 
young side that Arsenal possess can 
only get better, which they certainly 
proved by continually proving nay- 
sayers wrong. 

However, as the new Premier 
League season edges ever closer, 
once again Arsenal are somewhat 
un-fancied in regards to their pur- 
suit of English League glory, with 
many pundits already predicting 
that the league title will be contested 
by Manchester United and Chelsea 
only, with the Gunners being left be- 
hind to fight for third or fourth with 
the likes of Manchester City, Ever- 
ton, Aston Villa, Liverpool, and their 
bitter rivals Tottenham. But do Ar- 
senal’s fortunes next season lie with 
the likes of their main city rivals, or 
will they be able to once again prove 
many people wrong and seriously 
contend for top honours? 

Of course much depends on 
whether they manage to keep their 
undoubted best player Cesc Fabre- 
gas. It seems that since the very first 
day after the Premier League season 
finished, young Cesc was on his way 
to Barcelona. It was news that every 
Arsenal fan dreaded, but ultimately 
expected, as Fabregas has never hid- 
den his desire to once again play for 
the club of his youth. 

And yet, the much expected trans- 
fer is still to take place, with the two 
clubs bartering over the price for one 
of the best midfielders in world foot- 
ball. On a side note, it is actually 
rather refreshing to see exactly how 
this whole saga has taken place, as 
all parties involved have conducted 
themselves admirably; displaying

the class that they each undoubtedly 
possess. 

From the Barcelona point of view, 
they want Cesc, but aren’t willing to 
pay an extortionate amount, whereas 
Arsenal want what they feel is fair 
compensation for one of the stars of 
the Premier League. And Fabregas 
himself is to be commended, as al- 
though his desire to join the Spanish 
giants is abundantly obvious, he has 
also suggested that if he were to re- 
main in London he would fully com- 
mit himself to the Arsenal cause. 
And he did well to look embarrassed 
when his fellow Spain players put a 
Barcelona shirt on him during their 
World Cup celebrations. 

For me, if Arsenal are to compete 
for the title next season then they 
must keep hold of Fabregas, or at 
least bring in a big name replacement 
if he does go. In a league where the 
top teams aren’t unbeatable, losing 
your best player makes a massive 
difference. Arsenal simply aren’t as 
good without the young Spaniard, 
just as Chelsea are beatable without 
Drogba, and United can be stopped 


without Rooney. Fabregas pushes 
the Arsenal team around the pitch, 
and he is key to how they do in the 
league, at least for this upcoming 
season. 

The Gunners do have some young 
talent that may be able to take his 
place, such as Jack Wilshere or Aar- 
on Ramsay, yet it is still too soon for 
either to step into the role of play- 
maker and talisman, especially for 
Ramsay who still must overcome his 
injury problems. 

Since Fabregas is still an Arsenal 
player right now, let’s assume he will 
be pulling on the red shirt for the 
Gunners in the upcoming months. 
The question still remains though, 
can Arsenal compete? 

Well, much like last season, I have 
to go against many pundits and sug- 
gest that Arsenal will be able to com- 
pete for the top prizes. They still 
have one of the best passing sides in 
the world, and they still are full of 
young talented players who on their 
day can beat any side put in front of 
them. 

The Fabregas saga aside, Arsenal’s 


transfer dealings have certainly been 
interesting. It looks like next season 
the Gunners will be without their 
former captain William Gallas, and 
also their underutilised striker Edu- 
ardo. Gallas is obviously the bigger 
miss, yet Arsene Wenger has brought 
in a man who he deems good enough 
to replace the argumentative French- 
man, a man by the name of Laurent 
Koscielny. Little is known about the 
relatively young defender, which 
isn’t that unusual when it comes to 
Arsene Wenger signings. Encour- 
agingly for Arsenal fans, Wenger is 
also apparently still in the market 
for another defender, which can only 
help to sure up what at times last 
season was an average defence. 
And to add to this Wenger is seem- 
ingly also very interested in bringing 
in a new number one goalkeeper. 
Last season was fairly dire for Arse- 
nal goalkeepers, as several mistakes 
and missed opportunities cost the 
Gunners big. So far it seems like 
Arsenal may get the Fulham and 
Australia keeper Mark Schwarzer, 
as they have already had an offer 


refused but are still looking into in- 
creasing their valuation of the big 
shot stopper. The Aussie was great 
last season, and would be a consis- 
tent presence in goal for Arsenal, 
something which they have lacked 
since they last won the title. If there 
is one area that their rivals have been 
head and shoulders better than the 
Gunners in the last few years it’s in 
goal, and Wenger looks like he is fi- 
nally looking to redress the balance. 

Wenger has also brought in a 
striker, Marouane Chamakh from 
Bordeaux, who will look to bring 
an uncompromising presence to the 
Arsenal front line. Even with the 
plus six footer Bendtner in their line 
up, the Gunners have lacked a little 
muscle up front, and again Wenger 
seems to be addressing a weakness 
and making it better. 

Although perhaps a shame that 
they couldn’t get him, it should also 
encourage Gooners that Wenger 
passed up on signing Joe Cole. An 
undoubted talent, who would have 
fitted into the Arsenal style of play, 
Cole is over thirty, and has had little 
football over the last couple of sea- 
sons, so paying him more wages 
than most of your squad does not 
seem quite right. Cole may flourish 
at Liverpool, but it was still probably 
a good decision from Wenger to not 
over-pursue the Englishman. 

Of course, even though it seems 
that Wenger is doing everything 
right, Arsenal still will be more or 
less the same team as last season, as 
will Chelsea and as will United. The 
Arsenal youngsters are continuing to 
get better, but I’m still left thinking 
that even with Fabregas staying, the 
Gunners are one or two players short 
of really contending. I do think that 
they will be in the top three, possibly 
even the top two, yet I believe that 
come to the crunch, as has been the 
case in the last few years, Arsenal 
will just come up a little short. How- 
ever, as I have suggested previously 
in this very column, they will still 
be massively entertaining, they will 
remain one of the few clubs actually 
seeing a profit financially, and they 
still have a very bright future. 

As a Gunner myself though, it 
would sure be nice to actually win 
something again.

MICHAEL Chatizitrifonos sat on 
the Richmond bench during last 
year’s 2-1 loss to Preston Lions 
at Connor Reserve convinced 
that it would be his last game in 
charge. 

Richmond’s head coach turned to 
assistant Huss Skenderovic and told 
him as much but Skenderovic told him 
not to quit adding that things could be 
sorted out. 

“T was at my lowest point at the club. 
Preston hadn’t won a game all year, 
was deep in the relegation zone and to 
be perfectly honest, the result flattered 
us,” said Chatzitrifonos. 

“Straight after the game I spoke to 
Helmut (Kalitzki, club president) pri- 
vately and told him that I should step 
aside, that I thought that I had gone as 
far as I could with this playing group.” 

What eventuated next surprised 
Chatzitrifonos. Kalitzki, who has part- 
ed company with quite a few coaches 
during his lengthy time at the helm 
said bluntly that this was not the time 
or place to discuss such matters and ar- 
ranged to meet him the following day. 

What transpired at that meeting left 
an indelible impression upon Chatz- 
itrifonos and the faith and resolve of 
Kalitzki to stick by his man is being 
rewarded right now with Richmond 
sitting proudly on top of the Victorian 
Premier League ladder. 

“The meeting was remarkable. At a 
time when I was at my most vulnerable 
and fragile Helmut made me feel seven 
feet tall. 

“He told me that he had complete 
confidence in me. He told me that if 
I wanted to revamp the playing group 
that that was my job so we started mak- 
ing some hard calls. And I mean hard. 
It was very unpleasant for me when 
we decided to end George Goutziou- 
lis’s contract because I had known the 
Goutzioulis family for years.” 

Chatzitrifonos had made the call lead- 
ing into the 2009 season to add a hard- 
core, experienced edge to his squad 
but now he felt a need to change tack 
dramatically. 

“We brought in young players to the 
squad and it invigorated the whole 
group.” 

At the end of last season Richmond 
CEO Sam Laverty sat down with 
Chatzitrifonos to talk about the future 
as well as conducting a debrief on the 
club’s third-last finish. 

From that meeting a vision espoused 
by Laverty has come to underpin the 
club’s philosophy and it’s one that 
Chatzitrifonos readily embraces. 

“We have a plan to provide a platform 
for young players to develop. Players 
know that if they come to Richmond 
and show that they have the drive and 
ambition to succeed at a higher level 
then we will assist them in that aim,” 
he said. 

There also is a reservoir of coaching 
acumen at the club that is the envy of 
most. Eddie Krncevic, Savas Saglam, 
Jim Maclean, Don Maclaren and Dean 
Hennessy are just some of those in- 
volved at Richmond. They have plenty 
of overseas and local contacts to add 
to those of Chatzitrifonos and Laverty 
should an emerging talent be keen to 
strut their stuff on a greater stage. 

Then there’s the Heart connection. 
The head coach of Melbourne’s newest 
A-League franchise, John van’t Schip, 
is a regular at Richmond where his son, 
Davey, is in the first team squad.

Laverty also told Chatzitrifonos at 
last year’s end-of-season meeting that 
the coach wouldn’t be judged solely 
on points accumulated during the 2010 
campaign and position on the league 
ladder. He also would be judged on 
providing opportunities for young 
players to develop. 

And right now Richmond has three 
players in the 26- to 29-year-old brack- 
et with every other senior squad mem- 
ber under 24, the majority of those 
under 22. 

“You really need that younger energy 
in your team and the ability to run for 
the full 90 minutes,” said Chatzitrifo- 
nos. 

“T’ve got wonderful support. Savas 
really has an eagle eye for young talent 
and Huss has been instrumental in our 
success so far. He has taken a workload 
off my shoulders and he deserves a lot 
of praise. 

“There are a lot of people involved in 
what we are trying to do and each and 
every one them deserves credit. I truly 
think that there are wonderful times 
ahead for this club.” 

But coaching success is not new to the 

former Heidelberg United custodian. 
He tasted it with Oakleigh and West- 
ern Suburbs en route to Kevin Bartlett 
Reserve. 
The Chatzitrifonos story can be traced 
back to his Greek migrant parents who 
like so many from that Mediterranean 
country arrived in Melbourne in the 
1960s. 

His father, who passed away a few 
years ago, was instrumental in intro- 
ducing his son to football. His dad 
was a Heidelberg fanatic and took 
the young Chatzitrifonos to watch his 
beloved Alexander, as the club previ- 
ously was known and still is among 
traditionalists. 

“IT grew up becoming a Heidelberg 
fan and started playing in goal for the 
juniors when I was 12. I made my de- 
but for the reserves when I was 16 and 
ended up understudying Yakka Ban- 
ovic and Jeff Olver,” he said. 


Chatzitrifonos made his Heidelberg 
senior debut in a 1987 pre-season com- 
petition at the age of 18 and called a 
halt to his playing career at the end of 
the 2002 season as Westvale’s custo- 
dian in Division One. 

“Td been assisting Ange Goutzioulis 
that season and partway through the 
campaign big Aki (Ionnas) tried to get 
both of us to move to Oakleigh but we 
knocked him back.” 

At the end of the 2002 season Ionnas 
met with Chatzitrifonos and again tried 
to tempt him to take the coaching reins. 
This time he agreed. 

“It was a big risk for Oakleigh but 
I felt I knew what was required. We 
went out early and signed Alex Kirat- 
zoglou and he was a big signing for us. 
So were Ange Goutzioulis and Juan 
Nilo.” 


“In the end it was a 
hard lesson to learn but 
an invaluable one. Just 
when | needed the sup- 
port of the board they 
turned their back on 
me. Not Jim though. He 
stayed true to his word 
all the time. He even 
paid me out for the rest 
of the year from his own 
pocket. 


Oakleigh romped home in the title 
race five points clear of runner-up 
Knox City and reclaimed its Premier 
League status. 

“That’s when the club was reborn in 
my eyes,” said Chatzitrifonos. “We 
hadn’t just assembled a strong unit we 
had assembled a great bunch of people 
and everything went to plan. 

“Take nothing away from Aki because 


he was an important part of it all but I 
also give great credit to president Jim 
Neofytou who really got things mov- 
ing off the park.” 

The following season Oakleigh fin- 
ished second to Green Gully but 
bowed out of the finals campaign with 
successive losses. While the club was 
delighted to have re-established itself 
as a power among Victorian football’s 
elite, the bar had been raised now and 
anything less than winning the Grand 
Final in season 2005 would be viewed 
as failure by some at the club. 

It was to be a tough lesson for Chatz- 
itrifonos. 

“T got fired after a round seven loss 
(2-1) away to Altona Magic and to be 
honest the way it was done left a pretty 
bad taste in my mouth. 

“Jim (Neofytou) phoned me on Mon- 
day morning after that loss to say that 
there was a board meeting that night 
and he couldn’t guarantee that I’d stay 
in the job. I eventually got a phone call 
round about midnight to tell me that 
I didn’t have the support of the board 
and that I was fired. Jim stuck by me 
but other people who wouldn’t have a 
clue about what was going on with the 
team voted against me. 

“In the end it was a hard lesson to 
learn but an invaluable one. Just when 
I needed the support of the board they 
turned their back on me. Not Jim 
though. He stayed true to his word all 
the time. He even paid me out for the 
rest of the year from his own pocket. 

“T was gutted. Me and my partner 
headed off for Queensland to get away 
from it all.” 

But Chatzitrifonos couldn’t stay away 
from football for long. He’d quickly 
earned a reputation as one of the most 
promising coaches in Victoria and one 
of his admirers was Western Suburbs 
president Jimmy Condilis. 

“It was a real challenge for me to 
take on the Suburbs job and try and 
get the club into the top league which 
it had failed to achieve in 25 years. 
There were parallels with Oakleigh at 
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‘Chatz’ almost chucked it 


the start in that the club was in disarray 
and there was unrest among the play- 
ers. 

“But the two years I had there (2006 
and 2007) rate among the best of my 
coaching career. We won the Division 
One title in my first season and only 
added two players — James Stefanou 
and Igor Khrapko — to our squad going 
into the 2007 VPL.” 

“T think I really grew as a coach at 
Suburbs. There was no chequebook to 
wave about so it was a different experi- 
ence for me. 

“Everyone wrote us off in 2007. They 
all said that we were certainties to go 
back down. Fair enough we didn’t win 
our first game until we beat Kingston 
at home in round seven or eight but 
then we beat Richmond and that set the 
wheels in motion. 

“Then we stuttered a bit again and 
after losing 5—0 to the Knights we were 
second bottom with nine games to go. 

“Things looked bad but we rallied the 
boys together and from that point on 
we didn’t lose a game and eventually 
finished eighth. 

“T rank that as one of the greatest 
achievements of my coaching career. 
We didn’t have the quality of many 
other teams at that level but we had a 
superb work ethic.” 

No-one epitomised that work ethic 
more than Terry Antoniadis who fin- 
ished the season on a high after win- 
ning the Gold Medal as the best player 
in the VPL. 

No sooner had the 2007 season ended 
than Richmond sacked Dougie Hodg- 
son and next day Laverty phoned 
Chatzitrifonos and arranged a meeting 
at which the senior coaching job was 
offered. He accepted. 

“Tt was really hard to leave Suburbs 
because I got on so well with the play- 
ers but I felt that to develop my career 
Richmond was the next step.” 

Once again Chatzitrifonos tasted suc- 
cess in his first season at his new home, 
guiding Richmond into the VPL finals 
in 2008 for the first time in the club’s 
history. 

At the conclusion of that campaign 

rumours circulated that Kalitzki was 
going to step down as president and 
that had an unsettling effect on the 
club. To what extent, if any, that played 
in Richmond’s disappointing 2009 sea- 
son will never be known but Chatzitri- 
fonos has no interest in glancing over 
his shoulder at the past. 
His main football focus now is where 
this 2010 journey will take him and his 
players. There are just three games to 
go before the finals series starts but 
Chatzitrifonos won’t get drawn into 
talking about finals just yet. 

“We made a pact recently that we’re 
not going to talk about finals and we’re 
not going to talk about finishing on top 
and since then we’ve done well. We 
did that because we felt that maybe the 
group was starting to feel the weight of 
expectation and pressure on them. 

“Let’s just see where this thing takes 
us. That’s the way we are all approach- 
ing things right now.” 

If things work out in Richmond’s fa- 
vour it won’t just be testament to the 
coaching ability of Chatzitrifonos and 
the playing ability of his squad. It also 
will be a personal highlight for Kalitzki 
and complete vindication of his coura- 
geous decision last season not to dump 
his senior coach when the opportunity 
presented itself.

Only a few weeks remain till the 
commencement of many of the 
major European leagues and as 
a result the transfer window is 
gradually closing for many clubs, 
but this is not stopping some 
Managers from completing last 
minute signings and bids. 

Since May, the most prominent and 
ongoing bidding war between two 
clubs, Arsenal and Barcelona, has 
concemed that of Spanish midfielder 
Cesc Fabregas. 

Barcelona President Sandro Rosell 
said that his club will not be bullied 
into paying more than £42.7 million 
for the midfielder and was reluctant 
to consider a £40 million bid.

However, Fabregas has reportedly 
handed in a transfer request to the Ar- 
senal board to make his dream return 
to Barcelona come to fruition. 

Newly signed Barcelona striker Da- 
vid Villa has come out this week to say 
Fabregas would make a fine install- 
ment for the team, complementing 
Hernandez and Iniesta in the middle 
and that he himself will score more 
goals with 23 year-old there. 

If Arsenal finally surrenders Fabre- 
gas to the Spanish giants it could spell 
attacking disaster for the start of the 
2010/2011 season, with 27 year-old 
Brazilian born-Croatian international 
Eduardo quitting Arsenal for Ukra- 
nian giants Shakhtar Donetsk on a 
four-year deal for £6 million. This 
tripled with the fact that Robin van 
Persie will miss out on the first weeks 
of the season with an ankle injury he 
sustained in a pre-World Cup friendly 
against Italy. 

Arsene Wegner is now interested 
in £10 million German defender Per 
Mertesacker considering the fact 
he needs reinforcements for William 
Gallas and Mikael Silvestre. Also, 
negotiations for Everton defender 
Phil Jagielka fell out after a £15 
million bid was rejected by the Tof- 
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fees last week. 

At Anfield some loose ends have 
finally been tied up, with a couple of 
players signing on the dotted line this 
week after much ongoing speculation. 
Ex-Standard Liege striker, Milan 
Jovanovic has officially signed for 
Liverpool this week on a free transfer 
after being made a free agent by the 
Belgian giants. 

Also, ex-Chelsea midfielder Joe 
Cole has completed a four-year, 
£90,000 a week deal with Liverpool. It 
was reported that he was looked at by 
Manchester United and was a surprise 
pick-up for Liverpool, but the fact 
English teammate Steven Gerrard 
will stay at the Reds pushed him over 
to Liverpool in the end. 

The midfield versatility of Cole will 
be a good replacement for 28 year-old 
Liverpool left-winger Albert Riera 
who joined Olympiacos this week. 

He was presented to fans and the me- 
dia who welcomed him to the Athens 
club. Reports claim the deal is worth 
£3.3 million and he has signed for four 
years. His younger brother Llorenc 
“Sito” Riera also plays for Panionios 
in Greece, making for an interesting 


game when the two teams meet this 
season. 

Liverpool midfielder Javier 
Mascherano has announced his in- 
terest in transferring to Inter Milan to 
return to Rafa Benitez. The Reds are 
willing to sell Mascherano to Inter 
Milan for £30 million, although Inter 
have fallen well short of this valua- 
tion, offering only £20 million. 
Liverpool are also looking very likely 
to swipe up 26 year-old Klaas Jan 
Huntelaar on loan from AC Milan, 
but with Manchester United and City 
also showing interest in the Dutch 
striker, this may be difficult. If he was 
to move to Anfield it may be likely 
that Ryan Babel may move the other 
way, to the Rossoneri. 

At Manchester City, the endless ex- 
pedition for player signatures has con- 
tinued this week with the signing of 
Serbian defender Aleksander Ko- 
larov. The Lazio left-back passed a 
medical in Manchester this week and 
a £14.1 million five-year deal has been 
made. 

Also at Eastlands, the Sky Blues 
have put in a final £24 million offer for 
Aston Villa midfielder James Milner, 


well short of Villa’s £30 valuation. 
City have therefore left the ball in Vil- 
la’s court, however Villa have claimed 
that they would sell the England inter- 
national if City meet their valuation. 

The three-way bidding war between 
the Manchester duo and Chelsea for 
Italian under 21 international Mario 
Balotelli has lost its intensity this 
week. The future for Balotelli at Inter 
Milan will be decided next week, and 
according to his agent that future looks 
to be at Manchester City, whose bank 
account appears to be bottomless. 

The deal is not likely to be made this 
weekend, but on Monday or Tuesday 
as the clubs discuss terms. The Ner- 
razzurri have placed a £30 price tag on 
the Italian born-Ghanaian, which has 
been met by a £23 million offer from 
City at the moment. 

In the Serie A underachieving pow- 
erhouse Juventus are interested in 
Wolfsburg striker Edin Dzeko, who 
have offered €30 million, short of 
Wolfburg’s €40m price tag. Should 
such a deal not eventuate, Juventus 
will attempt to lure Adebayor on a 
loan deal for the season and pay him 
around €5.5m in wages. 

In return the Old Lady are willing to 


offer Mohammed Sissoko as part 
of the deal for Adebayor their focus 
to Manchester City striker Emmanuel 
Adebayor 

Some final rumours in Europe sur- 
round Chelsea, who appear to be mak- 
ing some late bids for Benfica and 
Brazilian pair Ramires and David 
Luiz. 

Chelsea are have made a £20million 
bid for midfielder Ramires as Carlo 
Ancelotti searches for a replacement 
for Michael Ballack and Joe Cole. The 
second of the pair, David Luiz is also 
of speculation for a Chelsea transfer, 
in a Benfica double transfer. The Blues 
have offered £27 million for Luiz. 

Chelsea are also keen to sign Brazil- 
ian teenage striker Neymar for £25 
million from Santos, making him the 
world’s most expensive teenager. 

At Old Trafford, central defender 
Nemanja Vidic has agreed a new 
long-term deal with the Red Dev- 
ils. The 28 year-old is on holiday but 
will sign the papers on his return to 
Old Trafford. It was rumoured he was 
leaving the 18-time English Premier 
League champions but will stay on for 
a few more seasons.

The stands of Marconi’s stadium 
were an inspired choice of venue 
for SBS’s Insight program’s recent 
excursion into grassroots soccer. 
If you hang around Marconi long 
enough everything wrong with 
Australian grassroots soccer will 
eventually parade itself before your 
eyes. 

In the vanguard of this procession was 
the Project Kid, the precociously talented 
child with plenty of opinions about how 
and why Australian soccer is failing a 
player of his quality. 

Project Kid’s dad, clearly a good listener, 
agreed wholeheartedly with the boy. After 
all, European football is played in Europe 
and Australia is not Europe, and that is 
a big problem for Australian soccer as it 
loses all its talent overseas. Project Kid 
is therefore heading overseas, which he 
wouldn’t have to do if we were in Europe. 
So what is Australian soccer going to do 
about that? At least New South Wales has 
mandatory reporting, I thought to myself. 

Project Kid’s problems were the cue to 
drag into the discussion the high perfor- 
mance coach, the technical director and 
the private academy operator who was 
happy to admit he also acts as a player 
agent. What have they got to say for them- 
selves? Why are they forcing Project Kid 
overseas? 

The ensuing discussion about the numer- 
ous initiatives Australian soccer has in the 
pipeline to address its shortcomings as a 
stairway to a professional heaven told us 
one very important thing about grassroots 
soccer’s health; we can’t even discuss 
grassroots soccer’s health without the 
game’s professional tail wagging the dog. 

Still, their point was well made. Austra- 
lian soccer, by the reckoning of those who 
should know best, is absolutely bloody 
hopeless at developing junior soccer talent 
for the purposes of a professional career; 
absolutely hopeless. You got that? Abso- 
lutely hopeless. 
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Eventually a question came about why 
soccer is so expensive for kids to play in 
Australia. 

“To register a player to play at Marconi 
or a similar club,” the program presenter 
said, “it costs about $1,500 a season. That 
sounds like a huge amount of money.” 
The camera swung to Marconi chairman, 
Vince Foti. 

Foti is the acting Marconi chairman after 
his predecessor, former Fairfield mayor 
Tony Campolongo, stood down in the 
wake of media reports that the club was 
in financial difficulties. Soon after Cam- 
polongo’s departure, allegations came 
from within the club that club-appointed 
investigators had found—take a breath 
now—proceeds of a club raffle had been 
paid into the bank account of a former 
CEO whose son was the licensee of a ho- 
tel formerly owned by Mr Campolongo 
that had billed its cool-room renovations 
to Marconi. By Marconi’s own reckoning, 
it has been haemorrhaging money. 

So what about Marconi’s junior fees 
then? 

“Our current fees are $1,500. However, 
there is other clubs that are charging quite 
substantially more than that.” 

“So why is the cost so great?” the present- 
er asked. “What are they paying for?” 

“Well, we have the — of course, the 
coaches, the infrastructure, the necessary 
trophies, end-of-season activities and so 
on and apart from that, there is no moneys 
to be paid for the season.” 

If, as Mr Foti says, other soccer clubs 
are charging kids substantially more than 
Marconi, presumably those other clubs 
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Footing the bill: Parents seem to need deeper pockets each season in order to cover the cost of 


juniors playing soccer. But where's all the money going? 


have even better coaches, trophies and 
infrastructure than Marconi, and maybe 
some cool-rooms too. 


Next up was a parent who had been faced 
with a soft-core version of Sophie’s choice: 
Which son does the family invest in? 

“Both my boys were playing soccer ... I 
just can’t afford to have both of them play- 
ing it ... club registration can be $1800 ... 
if he does an academy, he does his West- 
field fees as well ... anywhere between 
$3,500-$5,000 a year just to play soccer 
in Australia.” 

“Why isn’t it free?” the presenter won- 
dered. And over we went to the CEO of 
Football Federation Australia, Ben Buck- 
ley in Johannesburg. 

“Now, I don’t understand exactly what 
the costs that were referred to were made 
up of...” 

Let’s go through it again for Ben. That’s 
club football at $1500 or $1800 a sea- 
son—plus academy fees, plus God knows 
what other costs that are heaped on juniors 
with potential by a system that is deemed 
by insiders to be absolutely hopeless at 
developing juniors with potential. 

If it was the cola wars and Pepsi’s HQ 
was unaware that its retailers were add- 
ing a zero to Pepsi’s RRP, I would put my 
money on Coke. 

“What I can say is that as we grow as 
a sport,” Buckley said somewhat opti- 
mistically for a bloke riding a dead horse, 
“and as we develop more income through 
corporate sponsorship, TV broadcasting 
rights, all the various elements that make 
up our income, ultimately over time we 
would see some of that funding flow down 
through the system so that the cost of par- 
ticipation reduced.” 

Ultimately, over time; just you wait. 
When Australia gets up a professional 
soccer league that’s worth a couple of 
hundred million dollars in media rights 
annually, FFA will be in a good position 
to do something about club soccer being 
unaffordable. And in the meantime, kids 
growing up in Africa will have more op- 
portunities to play soccer than kids in 
Australia. 

It’s a fine plan isn’t it? Kids who can- 
not afford to play soccer in Australia now 
can go and play footy and rugby league 
and golf instead, all of which are much 
cheaper to play than soccer, but when they 
grow up, despite any lingering resentment 
about being barred from playing soccer on 
financial grounds when they were kids, 
FFA is counting on them becoming pas- 
sionate soccer supporters who will pour 
lots of money into the game. Presumably 
they will have watched the World Cup 


a few times and grown deeply attached 
to the A-League. No wonder they get in 
people on huge salaries to look after these 
things. 
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In 2008, former Socceroo Craig Foster 
weighed into the fees debate: “... the cul- 
ture of greed still exists, and Lord help 
any parent whose child is persuaded to 
attend numerous camps, programs and 
costly overseas tours all in the name of 
‘development’, with some parents forking 
out anywhere from $10,000 to $20,000 
per year.” 

Foster’s criticism drew a furious re- 
sponse from Football NSW at the time 
but little looks to have changed. A 2009 
Football NSW investigation found inner- 
Sydney clubs were charging juniors up to 
$1750 a season, up from around $500 a 
few years earlier. 

In 2010, Football NSW says the in- 

vestigation is ongoing and it is “working 
with clubs to reach a resolution however 
a total review of football competitions in 
this state will be assessed with a detailed 
report coming out by the end of the year.” 
That is, don’t hold your breath until any- 
thing changes. 
While Marconi is charging kids $1500 
and justifying itself on the grounds that 
other NSW clubs charge “significantly 
more”, down in Victoria the ex-NSL clubs 
are charging kids up to $1000 a season for 
club soccer. Victorian clubs justify them- 
selves by pointing to NSW clubs, who are 
much, much worse. That’s leadership for 
you. 

The father of one 14 year-old player who 
represented Victoria last year says he paid 
$900 to a club over winter, another $500 
to a regional representative club over 
summer, a $300 fee when their son made 
the 26-player state squad and then a $700 
“train-on” fee, and a $2500 coup de grace 
when his son made the final cut. 

According to that father, as the costs 
mounted kids progressively dropped out 
and were replaced by less talented kids 
with the financial means to stay involved. 

He says he knows of kids who are bet- 
ter players than his son or anyone else in 
the state squad but they are playing footy 
because their families can’t afford soc- 
cer: “The most talented juniors in Victoria 
probably don’t even play organised soc- 
cer. The club fees make sure of that.” 


Is it Ben Buckley’s fault that Australian 
soccer has become so expensive for kids 
to play? 

Buckley might be guilty of not having 
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his finger on the pulse but he is not the 
game’s heartbeat; that particular rhythm 
is pounded out by the soccer community 
itself, or more accurately, those who pro- 
fess to lead it. 

For junior soccer in Australia to have be- 
come so expensive has required the quiet 
complicity of literally thousands of soccer 
insiders whose skills, experience and wis- 
dom obviously wouldn’t earn them a Euro 
in a mature soccer market—remember, 
Australian junior development, according 
to those responsible for it, is absolutely 
hopeless. 

The upshot of a few thousand “passion- 
ate” soccer people taking “petrol money” 
out of the game is a landscape filled with 
soccer clubs that regularly demand from 
kids four, five and ten-fold what nearby 
footy and rugby league clubs are asking. 
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Multitudes of kids have flocked to the 
game in recent years and promptly bailed 
out again. Who could blame them when 
soccer clubs’ fees are often predicated on 
the notion that soccer is less a sport than 
a vocational pathway. Why, when they are 
no longer a realistic chance of ever play- 
ing soccer professionally, why would they 
bother wasting their time, energy and the 
family fortune on playing it in Australia? 
Why continue paying exorbitant fees to 
a trade school you will never graduate 
from? 


The midgets who have flooded into the 
game in recent years are not just Austra- 
lian soccer’s future, they also happens 
to be game’s present funding apparatus. 
Thus, it doesn’t take a lot of imagination 
to see where Australian soccer is going to 
find itself in a few years. 

The state federations presently collect 
around $20 million from junior players’ 
registration fees annually. But with some 
soccer clubs charging kids up to 40- and 
50-fold the basic junior registration and 
insurance fee to pull on a jersey, clubs are 
collecting from those same juniors at least 
a couple of hundred million dollars a year, 
and almost certainly much more. There is 
not a lot to show for that money though. 
Junior soccer development in these parts 
is, as we have heard, absolutely hopeless; 
most kids never see a flat pitch let alone 
a coach who values player development 
ahead of their own win-loss ratio. 

No wonder soccer club powerbrokers 
prefer to compare their clubs’ junior fees 
with other soccer clubs. Comparing them 
with other team-sports fees would inevi- 
tably lead to calls for an ATO investiga- 


tion or maybe even a Royal Commission. 
Where does all that money go? 

Senior teams’ entry fees, player pay- 
ments, the state federations’ operations, 
shonky remunerated junior coaches, even 
shonkier academy profiteers and maybe 
even the alleged cool-room renovations 
in a country pub; nearly all of those can 
be traced back to the pockets of juniors’ 
parents. 

Having adopted a business model that 
looks for all the world like a pyramid-sell- 
ing scheme with the bottom rung footing 
most of the bills, it is just a matter of time 
before the maths kick in and the junior 
participation numbers begin to contract. 
It won’t be pretty, and particularly so if 
the clubs and the sharks surrounding them 
respond true-to-form to the football reces- 
sion and try to maintain their incomes by 
jacking up their fees even higher. Then we 
can just nail the lid on. 
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How do you kill a goose that lays golden 
eggs? 

Catch a cab and ask the driver, he will 
be a former tennis coach. He will have 
worked for a few suburban clubs, had an 
academy on the side and been a pretty big 
wheel in the junior development pathway 
back in the days after junior tennis turned 
pro and before it promptly collapsed. The 
driver will be able to tell you exactly what 
happens to a game when it forgets it is a 
sport and comes to believe it is a branch of 
the sports-biz industry. 

A lot of cab drivers who jumped on the 
soccer bandwagon in recent years and re- 
badged themselves as “soccer profession- 
als” will soon be back where they belong 
working a two-way and meter; boom and 
bust—that’s how it goes. And Australian 
soccer will be back at the drawing board 
trying to think up a way to establish soc- 
cer here as the mass participation sport it 
needs to be before it can entertain infan- 
tile fantasies about having to reap massive 
media rights deals before it can make the 
game affordable to kids. 

Soccer clubs will reap what they sew. 
If they don’t give enough of a stuff about 
the community they operate in to give 
that community’s kids a fair go at play- 
ing soccer, they can’t expect a community 
to identify with and support their soccer 
club. 


As our financially voracious soccer clubs 
and coaches will tell you, they’re terrific 
clubs and coaches and they really know 
their stuff about junior development which 
is why they charge like wounded bulls. It 
is not their fault that Australian domestic 
soccer is not very good—we just haven’t 
got the cattle. 

And whose fault is it that the cattle are 
choosing to play other sports? 

All moral and community considerations 
to one side—which is where many soccer 
clubs prefer them—it is incredibly self- 
defeating for soccer to be unaffordable 
for any kid who wants to play. Spiralling 
entry-level costs over the last seven or 
eight years have already saddled Austra- 
lian soccer with a shallower talent pool in 
the future. 

For Australian soccer to get out of this 
one intact would require a seismic cultural 
shift in the moral codes of literally thou- 
sands of insiders—they know who they 
are— whose bank accounts have grown 
a little bit healthier in recent years due 
to their soccer connections. They can do 
what it takes to make soccer the mass par- 
ticipation sport it needs to be to survive 
in Australia, or they can continue taking 
“petrol money” and surf the soccer boom 
all the way to the reef.

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7 Ways to Improve a Premier League Club 


Greetings football fans and wel- 
come to another dose of Krncevic’s 
Crunchlines. 

This week, I’ve got a monster for 
you. 

I’m going to air some of my thoughts 
and views on how | believe we can im- 
prove Premier League clubs. 

| would like to stress that before | 
begin, this is not an attack nor is it 
an indictment on the army of people 
who put in tireless amounts of hours, 
more often in a voluntary capacity, to 
try and sustain the survival of exist- 
ing clubs. 

We all know how much effort goes 
on behind the scenes to run a club, 
but my column this week is basically 
to highlight some ideas and provide 
some food for thought which | think 
might actually assist clubs to work 
smarter and not harder. 


1.Reduce the playing wage bill 

What price success? Considering the VPL 
prize money for the winner is $30,000, 
$15,000(2nd place), $8,000 (3rd), $4,000 
(4th) and $3,000 (5th), is it really worth 
it? Is the prize money proportional to the 
match payments? 

Do your sums. Conservatively, if players 
receive an average of $500 a game, does that 
mean the club needs approximately $6000 a 
week just for the first team to take the field? 

That’s not including coaching staff and 
overheads. With 22 rounds in the season, 
does that mean it costs a club, conserva- 
tively speaking once again, approximately 
$132,000 to service the team? So how does 
winning $30,000 warrant the expenditure??? 

Relying on 11 home games and a smatter- 
ing of sponsorship to finance the club means 
that clubs are walking a fine financial line. 

I say do away with such inflated match pay- 
ments, and rather pour the savings back into 
improving the facilities of the club. 

Instead of the money walking out the door 
after 90 minutes, imagine how many things 
the money could be better spent on around 
the club. 

A fresh lick of paint; better equipment for 
the players; fix and improve the presentation 
of the facilities; the list can go on and on. 

By improving the comfort of the specta- 
tors and visitors alike; people who bring ac- 
tual custom to the ground which contributes 
monetarily to the survival of clubs; it would 
entice and encourage punters to repeat their 
custom each time they return to the club - be 
it spectators, supporters, parents and play- 
ers. 

In all due respect to our current crop of 
clubs, but some of our venues look like 
they’ve just walked off the set from a Mad 
Max movie. 

We all know the VPL is not the EPL, so 
match payments are not a feasible long term 
investment and cannot be justified at their 
current level. 

The prize money on offer doesn’t warrant 
the current market rate for a VPL match pay- 
ment and it is actually crippling the clubs 
who try and keep up with each other, whilst 
the club deteriorates in other areas. 

Instead, the money could be best utilised 
elsewhere for long term projects. 

For it to work, clubs would need to be 
transparent to each other and sign a heads of 
agreement which abides them to what is ef- 
fectively a salary cap. 

If clubs were true and faithful to the long 
term objectives it would create a larger cash 
flow for which the funds should be better uti- 
lised for purposes to improve the club. 

This would also release the pressure of 
continuously seeking sponsorship or the fi- 
nancial assistance from sole business people 
that are associated with the club, and people 
who are forever asked to dip into their own 
pockets. 

The clubs need to work together to imple- 
ment the strategy and regain the bargaining 
power. 

Every club has to play within the rules and 
be genuinely committed if successful steps 
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were to be made to achieve the bigger pic- 
ture. 

The players will obviously not be fans of 
this concept, but it’s a case of one step back- 
wards, to go two steps forwards. Greater re- 
wards will be reaped further down the track 
if clubs had the guts to take this action now. 


2.Create a Football Day 

This might be a bit difficult to implement, 
depending on ground availability and the 
numbers of registered juniors at any one 
club, but in theory this essentially is a 
good idea. 

Mike Lilikakis aka Tsigan’s Tsigar touched 
on this matter in one of his columns some 
time ago, but it really needs to be considered 
seriously. 

Why don’t clubs have all their juniors play 
at home on the same day as their seniors? 
Have the whole club playing at home on the 
same day. Start the youngest juniors games 
at 9am and work your way through the ranks 
until it climaxes with the main game of the 
day - the seniors playing at 3pm. 

With everyone unified at the club on the 
same day it creates a buzz on match day, a 
sense of familiarity and belonging, will prob- 
ably add more on the gate, and not to men- 
tion the saving of energy and effort. 

The canteen and bar could do a roaring trade 
due to the increase of foot traffic, and orders 
for supplies could be streamlined to one big 
order, saving double handling of hot dog 
rolls, drinks and the like. 

Make a real day of it. Create an event. Get 
a Jumping Castle and have face painting for 
the kids. Have the seniors come and watch 
the juniors. Perhaps even have them award a 
man of the match at the end of their game. 

Alternatively, why aren’t juniors involved 
as mascots, ball boys etc etc for the senior 
game. It’s about getting everyone involved 
and creating a real buzz around the ground 
on match day. This will help the kids to rec- 
ognise the players and be familiar with who 
is playing in the team. 

Clubs need to create identities and role mod- 
els with which juniors players from the same 
club can identify with. This in turn gives the 
juniors the impetus to want to emulate their 
heroes and strive to represent the club and 
play in the first team. 


3.Develop strong community links 
Another one that would be difficult to ex- 
ecute given the part-time aspect of players 
and volunteer associated with clubs, but 
essentially the clubs have to be seen and 
create a real presence within the commu- 
nity. 

Organise soccer clinics at local schools 
within the club’s vicinity. Even if the seniors 
aren’t available to attend and represent the 
club, then rotate the attendees between re- 
serve players and youth team or under 18 
team members. 

It is an integral part of building relation- 
ships and recognition with the community. 
Even provide free match or discounted tick- 
ets at appropriate opportunities. 

You might feel like you’re throwing money 
away at first, but it is an investment in the fu- 
ture and the custom will be returned through 
purchases of food and drink in the social 
club. 

In a sense, it is the McDonald’s theory. 
Give away a voucher for free French Fries, 
and the customer will return to by a Big Mac 
and a drink. 

Ifkids are granted free entry, they will bring 
a parent, who will hopefully bring a friend. 
Once again, it will help bolster the gate at- 
tendance and create a better match day atmo- 
sphere. 


4.Build it they will come 

Nothing wrong with sprucing the club up 
with little touches of individual charac- 
teristics that adds to the aesthetics of the 
ground. 

In recent times, clubs such as Heidelberg 
United and Melbourne Knights painted the 
steps on their grandstand. A simple and great 
effect with a splash of paint and some elbow

grease, and with the crowds not what they 
used to be, at least the colour gives the place 
a lift and brightens up the stretch of grey 
concrete. 

Green Gully also showed the right initiative 

by installing green and white screens behind 
each of the goals. 
Again, it fills up the space and brings colour 
to the arena. More of those and one could 
create a great enclosure that is intimate to 
watching soccer, and the crowds wouldn’t 
look so sparse. 

Richmond Eagles has that huge wire fence 
that stops the ball going into the freeway. 
Boo knows all about it, but what if they rep- 
licated Gully’s idea and converted that huge 
stretch of wire into a pro Richmond banner? 
Have it done in the club’s colours featuring 
the club’s logo with a message blazoned 
across it. Something like, “This Is Richmond 
Eagles FC”. 

The intention is to improve the facilities as 
best one can. Sure, the grounds are not Old 
Trafford or the Nou Camp, but there’s no rea- 
son why clubs can’t organise ‘working bees’ 
involving everyone at the club and making a 
day of it. Maybe even set the ‘working bees’ 
on match day to maximise participation. 

The better the place looks, the more pride it 
shows, which in turn will be appreciated and 
enjoyed by club members and visitors alike. 
Try and give parents of juniors the option to 
come and comfortably socialise inside the 
club, instead of choosing to stay in the car 
and knit or read while their son or daughter 
is out on the park training. 

Basically, clubs need to create an environ- 
ment that is unique to the football culture as 
well as being inviting for current and future 
members. 

Undeniably, the upkeep of grounds is a re- 
lentless task, especially when the lifeblood of 
the clubs, the volunteers, ultimately end up 
doing most if not all of the work. 

But, the appearance of the ground is an in- 
tegral part of how the club is portrayed on 
match day and the rest of the week. 

As Bill Shankly once said of Anfield, ‘the 
place is a sacred place, a shrine really”. 
Whether its Anfield or Paisley Park, the 
same principles should be applied here in 
Australia. 


5.Clean up the terraces 
The presence of foul language and antiso- 
cial behaviour should not be tolerated at 
games. 
The feral behaviour displayed by some sec- 
tions of the crowd is proving to be a cancer to 
the game and is off-putting to many specta- 
tors and parents and children, who just want 
to watch and enjoy the game. 

The anti-social behaviour only serves to 
please the selfish minority. 

Cheering, chanting, singing, appealing; 
these are all elements of the game that gives 
it much of its colour and atmosphere, but we 
have to keep the passion and lose the lan- 


guage. 
Foul, abusive and racist language should 
not be tolerated under any circumstances. 


6.Align match days and kick-offs 
All VPL games should be played at a set 
regular time each weekend. Reverting 
back to a uniformed 3pm KO on a Satur- 
day would be the most ideal scenario. 

This may seem old fashion, but stretching 
the matches from Friday through to Monday 
takes away the essence of the competition 
and the anticipation of the result. 

The sporadic relaying of information to 
news services is also stuttered, and not to 
mention annoying for any fan to follow. 

Whilst the idea is to make the games more 
accessible for the crowds, it seems that it’s 
the same people who are drifting from one 
game to another and keeping the crowd num- 
bers afloat. 

We must refer back to the point of creating 
a Football Day at clubs which expands the 
appeal, and the timing of the senior match, 
whereby it is easily accessible for club mem- 
bers to watch, in order to maximise expo- 
sure. 

Family life is too congested as it is, and the 
majority of support needs to derive from the 
grass-roots, which essentially is made up of 
families who are already involved with the 
club. 

8.30pm kick-offs are not the most popular 
amongst players either, especially the Mon- 
day night football games. 

Most of the players have early starts for 
work the following day and by the time they 
finish a match, shower and drive home, it can 
sometimes be well past midnight until their 
commitments are finished. 

Also, one of the most critical factors that 
is frequently failed to be considered for the 
late Sunday or Monday games, is the conve- 
nience of the match actually being covered 
in the media. 

The game in general struggles to gain space 
in the mainstream press or local community 
newspapers, with some agencies forced to 
run VPL match reports a whole week later 
due to KO times being the wrong side of the 
deadline. 

The Leader, for instance, has a deadline 
for Sunday afternoon but would happily 
include the match reports and results from 
the weekend’s round of action if the games 
were played at a time that would meet their 
deadlines. 

Why then is this not a factor taken on board 
for consideration when determining KO 
times? 

If VPL games were played on a Saturday 
afternoon and utilised the exposure it could 
gain from the Leader Group of newspapers, 
this would reiterate a club’s association with 
their respective community and automati- 
cally broaden its reach of exposure in high 
volume media. 

It is almost as if the clubs are not doing 


themselves the favour and tapping into the 
avenues at their disposal. 

Goal! Weekly is another fine example 
whereby the lines of communication are 
non-existent. GW is dedicated to comprehen- 
sibly covering the entire Victorian Premier 
League, and with a readership bigger than 
what most clubs could muster in a week, it 
is with much surprise that the publication has 
never been consulted or approached by any 
of the clubs or the FFV for that matter, with a 
view to working together to utilise the media 
vehicle and consider the options that would 
be best suitable for all concerned. 

The late kick-off games don’t seem to be 
working and they struggle to pull the an- 
ticipated crowds, especially on cold winter 
nights. 

Keep the games succinct and in daylight. It 
will also keep the costs down on floodlight 
bills, and to take it to the extreme, even save 
on greenhouse omissions. 

The learning of final scores at a set time 
each weekend is part of the magic of football 
which has been lost over time due to the fid- 
dling of fixtures. 


7.Utilise the social club to its poten- 
tial 

The social club should be the hub for any 
club, and for most it certainly is. But, 
more can be done to involve outsiders. 
Community bingo nights, movie nights, 
showing important football matches live 
on a big screen; events have to be created 
or tapped into. 

Once again, it’s easier said than done, but 
the clubs need to be forthcoming in thinking 
outside the box. 

Bentleigh Greens hosts bingo days for a 
Senior’s group most Mondays, and I’m sure 
that most of the other clubs have similar 
bookings or events in place. 

Many clubs have tried to generate extra 
revenue by showing International matches 
or Cup finals on the big screen at the social 
club, but whilst some are successful, the time 
zone can sometimes not be ideal for some 
overseas KO times and often nigh on the im- 
possible to accommodate due to due liquor 
licensing laws. 

The nature of the exercise is to operate the 
venue like big arenas do. Why rely on a home 
football match every two weeks to keep the 
venue ticking over? 

The big arenas are used for multi purposes, 
and therefore can be hired out for concerts 
and other events in order to generate revenue 
on the days when there are no football ac- 
tivities. 


I realise that some of my suggestions may be 
interpreted as unrealistic or controversial, but 
I believe now is as good as time as any for 
Premier League clubs to seriously re-evalu- 
ate the direction of how they want to exist, 
and be prepared to make the hard decisions 
that are long overdue in order to redefine 
their role in the current football landscape. 

We all know that the formation of the A- 
league essentially killed off a number of av- 
enues of revenue that previously existed to 
Premier league clubs. But, if clubs were clev- 
er enough then they could adjust accordingly 
to operate within the parameters of business 
now set before them, and display initiative to 
overhaul and maximise their assets instead of 
living in a vicious cycle of hand to mouth. 

Premier League clubs, and even State 

league clubs, still have a very important role 
to play in the pathway for football in this 
country. Not every player will be able to play 
in the A-league, so therefore players that are 
still of a decent playing standard have to go 
somewhere to ply their trade. 
We have to create an environment that is 
paramount to being a genuine stepping stone 
which caters for players to still be able to 
have the chance to make the transition from 
amateur to professional status. 

There is a future for football clubs at this 
level. We just have to be brave to lay the 
foundations that are more akin to long term 
prosperity rather than short term.

BONNYRIGG PREMIERS DESPITE SHOCK LOSS

Despite a surprise 2-1 defeat 
at the hands of lowly Sydney 
Olympic on Saturday night, 
the Bonnyrigg White Eagles 
were crowned Premiers 
thanks to the efforts of their 
eternal rivals Sydney United, 
who defeated second-placed 
Blacktown 2-1 away on Sun- 
day. Details of the former en- 
counter can be found below. 

In Sunday’s other games, APIA- 
Leichhardt assured themselves 
of a place in the finals with a 2-0 
home win over Bankstown City. It 
has been a superb recovery by the 
Italian-backed club after a dismal 
start to the season, and they are 
still in with a chance of finishing 
in second place with a game re- 
maining. 

Marconi’s late-season collapse 
continued; they lost 2-0 at Rock- 
dale City, a result which leaves 
them sweating on the final week’s 
results to be sure of a finals berth. 
Manly United ended Sutherland’s 
slim chances of a finals place with 
a 2-1 win, ending last year’s cham- 
pions’ interest in the competition. 

In the basement battle, South 
Coast Wolves had their second big 
win in as many weeks, thumping 
the bottom-placed West Sydney 
Berries to the tune of 5-0. The 
Berries are practically certain to 
be relegated to the Winter Super 
League in 2011. 


In a major late-season upset, 
Sydney Olympic received 
some consolation for their 
miserable campaign by post- 
ing a 2-1 win over competi- 
tion leaders Bonnyrigg. The 
result, however, was hardly 
indicative of the balance of 
play, and did not stop Bon- 
nyrigg from deservedly gain- 
ing the 2010 Premiership. 

From the outset, the visitors ex- 
erted most of the pressure, with the 
combination of Brad Boardman 
and Nathan Elasi up front causing 
the young Olympic defence con- 
siderable problems. 

The hosts weathered the early 
onslaught, however, and took the 
lead against the run of play on the 
quarter-hour. A ball was clipped 
forward from midfield towards 
Olympic’s Tod Bamber, who was 
baulked in the area after some con- 
fusion in the Bonnyrigg defence. 
A penalty was given, and Phil 
Makrys drove the spot-kick low to 
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Bonnyrigg White Eagles are the

his right, beyond the outstretched 
arm of Ali Akbal. 

Brian Brown’s side continued 
to dictate the tempo of the game, 
and on 24 minutes Olympic keeper 
Zaim Zeneli did well to block a shot 
from Daniel Severino after being 
beaten to an aerial ball by Board- 
man. As the game approached 
the half-hour mark, Bonnyrigg’s 
midfield was taking up permanent 
residence in the Olympic half, yet 
a couple of half-chances was all 
the visiting side could muster af- 
ter squandering a number of final 
balls. 

It was another soft penalty which 
brought Bonnyrigg back into 
the game, on 34 minutes. A long 
diagonal ball from the left was 
headed for Boardman, but the for- 
mer Sutherland man had his legs 
clipped as he went up for the ball 
in the area. The second spot-kick 
of the game ensued, and although 
Severino slipped while taking the 
penalty, he managed to bury the 
ball into the top left-hand corner of 
the goal. 

Sydney FC-bound winger David 
Gullo was not having the happiest 
of games for the visitors, and he 
failed to make the most of an ex- 
cellent chance on 40 minutes when 
a right-wing cross from Boardman 
reached him on the far post. Board- 
man himself had a chance soon af- 
terwards when Elasi broke down

the left and cut the ball back, but 
Boardman scuffed his first-time 
shot wide of goal. 

The final two chances of the 
half fell to Olympic’s top marks- 
man Matthew Mayora. A long shot 
was held by Akbal a minute before 
the interval, and with the last kick 
of the half Mayora attempted an 
audacious volley from Makrys’s 
right-wing cross; it flew over the 
bar. 

Severino was given another 
chance to demonstrate his dead- 
ball prowess on 47 minutes when 
Zeneli foolishly handled outside 
the area, but Severino’s left-footed 
rocket whistled over the crossbar. 
Three minutes later, Boardman 
shot from a narrow angle on the 
right, and the ball skidded tantalis- 
ingly across the goalmouth. 


The visitors had all the play. Ze- 
neli fumbled a cross from Chris 
Tadrosse, who had made a ram- 
paging run up from left-back, but 
Boardman could only bundle the 
rebound into the Olympic keeper’s 
body. Boardman had an even better 
chance to get on the scoresheet just 
after the hour, when his glancing 
header from Elasi’s cross drifted 
just over the top. 

On 73 minutes it looked like the 
visitors had scored the goal which 
their aggressive play had merited, 
when Gullo headed Tadrosse’s 


cross into Zeneli and Boardman 
turned the rebound home. But the 
goal was ruled out controversially 
for an earlier foul. 

And so it was that Olympic 
stole the points with a disarmingly 
simple goal on 78 minutes. A long 
clearance from the Olympic de- 
fence set Bamber in a race against 
Paul Cotte: the latter should have 
been the winner, but his back- 
header was very poorly placed, 
rebounding off Akbal’s body into 
the path of the onrushing Bam- 
ber. Although the young Olympic 
frontman’s first touch was an awk- 
ward one, taking him wide of goal, 
he did well to finish from a tight 
angle as goalkeeper and defender 
scurried back. 

Bonnyrigg continued to rush for- 
ward, but with the veteran Angelo 
Petratos (father of recent Sydney 
FC recruit Dimitri) superbly defi- 
ant in defence for the hosts, Brian 
Brown’s men were continually 
frustrated. Nikola Zonjic came on 
to add fresh impetus to the visitors’ 
attack, and he created a chance for 
himself almost immediately, find- 
ing space for a rasping volley from 
20 yards which was deflected just 
over the bar. On 88 minutes Gullo 
should have snatched a point for 
the leaders when a flowing move 
reached him on the right, some five 
yards from goal; he fired wide, and 
the game was lost.

The Sydney Festival of Football 
kicked off in winter sunshine at 
the Football Stadium with a dou- 
ble header involving Sydney FC 
against AEK Athens and Black- 
burn Rovers taking on Rangers 
from Scotland. 

A crowd of 14,153 attended the two 
games, but because some left and some 
arrived for the second match the atmo- 
sphere was lacking, except when the 
Rangers fans were in full voice. 

Players found the going difficult at 
times, in part because the sprinklers 
came on before the first game creating 
some slippery patches in midfield. 

Of the four teams taking part, AEK 
looked very slick in scoring five goals 
against Sydney, though at least three of 
these came from defensive mistakes. 

Thanks to the curious scoring system 
employed for the tournament—designed 
to increase the tally of goals—it will 
lead the table with 8 points, three for the 
win and one each for its scores. 

Even though Sydney went down by 
five-three, it collects 3 points, and is still 
in the hunt. 

Rangers accounted for Blackburn Rov- 
ers by two goals to one after a perfor- 
mance which surprised the pessimistic 
Scottish press contingent who are de- 
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pressed by Rangers’ financial posi- 

tion. 

Rangers had to sell several of the 
their players including top scorer Kris 
Boyd and teenage defender Danny Wil- 
son and apart from the return of Andy 
Webster who was on loan to Dundee 
United last season, there have been no 
significant additions to the squad. 

But they played an excellent, on the 
deck, passing game which resulted in an 
early goal from a cross by Steve Davis 
headed in by Maurice Edu. 

Kenny Miller finished off a brilliant 

interchange between Kyle Lafferty and 
Steven Naismith with Lafferty’s cut 
back finding the striker just before the 
interval. 
Rangers got a penalty for a trip in 63 
minutes but Miller hit the bar, then 
Blackburn got one two minutes later and 
David Dunn scored. 

In the early game there was one of the 
howlers of the decade when the AEK 
keeper tried to round Alex Brosque on 
the edge of his goal area, but only pre- 
sented the striker with his second goal. 
He had earlier converted a penalty to 
give Sydney parity after Leonardo had 
put AEK in front. 

Thereafter it was all AEK with goals 
coming at regular intervals to delight 
their small band of supporters.

At the Sydney Football Stadium on Sun- 
day, Sydney FC and AEK Athens opened 
the Sydney Festival of Football with 
a splendidly entertaining eight-goal 
feast. It was the Greek side who came 
out on top, putting together a number 
of delightful moves in the course of the 
game, and demonstrating the gulf in 
class between Australian and European 
club football. 

The match did take some time to get into 
gear, and the only chance of note in the first 
fifteen minutes fell to the visitors, when former 
Greek international Nikos Liberopoulos tested 
Sydney FC’s Ivan Necevski from distance. 
The two sides were feeling each other out, and 
neither was prepared to take too many risks in 
attack. 

AEK began to dictate matters as the half wore 
on, and on 18 minutes a brisk one-two on the 
left flank sent AEK left-back Panagiotis Lagos 
through on goal, with Necevski doing well to 
hold onto his low volley. Some twelve minutes 
later, with AEK edging ever closer, Greek in- 
ternational Pantelis Kafes nodded a cross from 
the other fullback, Sanel Jahic, just wide of 
goal. 

The breakthrough came only moments later. 
Receiving the ball on the left, Liberopoulos 
touched it off beautifully to Brazilian winger 
Leonardo Pereira, who ran on to curl the ball 
neatly around Necevski for AEK’s opener. 

The A-League champions, however, were 
back on level terms within only two minutes. A 
Scott Jamieson corner was needlessly handled 
by Kafes, and Sydney FC were awarded a pen- 
alty. Alex Brosque’s reliable left foot thumped 
it down the middle, and it was 1-1. 

The scores were not level for long. In the 37th 
minute, Pereira’s left-wing corner was flicked 
on expertly by Kafes, and Argentinian striker 
Ismael Blanco snuck in front of Byun Sung- 
Hwan at the far post to apply a headed finish. 

The teams went into the rooms at 2-1, despite 
a good attempt at goal from Shannon Cole five 
minutes from the interval. When Sydney FC 
emerged from the tunnel, it was with young 
Kofi Danning on the right instead of Brendan 
Gan, who had been a disappointment in the 
first period. 

Sydney drew level again within three minutes 
of the restart, in comical fashion. AEK keeper 
Ioannis Arampatzis received a back-pass with 
Brosque closing in on him, and rather than try 
to clear the ball he foolishly attempted to drib- 
ble past Brosque on his line. A stumble, an out- 
stretched right boot from the Sydney striker, 
and Sydney FC had their second goal. 

Blanco split the Sydney defence with a clev- 
er ball through to Pereira three minutes later, 
but the Brazilian steered the ball wide. On 58 
minutes AEK were somewhat lucky not to be 
reduced to ten men when a surging run on goal 
by Brosque was cynically blocked by Kostas 
Manolas. The AEK man received no more than 
a caution. 


On the hour, AEK went ahead for the third 
time in the match. A dreadful giveaway in mid- 
field by Hirofuni Moriyasu, in his first game 
as a contracted Sydney FC player, set an AEK 
attack in motion; Ignacio Scocco, another of 
AEK’s Argentinian legion, advanced on the 
left and smartly played in Liberopoulos on the 
right. Leisurely bringing the ball onto his left 
foot, the veteran produced a classy finish past 
Necevski. 

To the delight of the home crowd, former 
A-League star Nathan Burns made his appear- 
ance for the Greek side on 62 minutes, and was 
into the action immediately. His header at goal 
from a right-wing cross on 63 minutes lacked 
power, but soon afterwards he timed his run in 
the centre perfectly to connect with a through- 
ball, but was incorrectly called offside. 

Sydney FC too made changes, Rhyan Grant 
replacing the unfortunate Moriyasu and Sene- 
galese triallist Ibrahima Thiam replacing Mark 
Bridge. AEK continued to produce the better 
football, however, and on 74 minutes they 
went further in front. Danning’s careless touch 
let in Scocco, who swiftly rounded a stunned 
Cole and finished adroitly with his right foot. 

Thiam had an excellent chance to open his 
Sydney FC account when big Swedish de- 
fender Daniel Majstorovic let him through on 
goal on the right, but his gentle prod at goal 
was cleared by Manolas. A minute later, it was 
five for the Greek club. Man-of-the-match 
Liberopoulos charged diagonally into the box 
and shot at goal; Necevski pushed the ball gen- 
tly into the path of Kafes, whose lunging shot 
was touched, but not saved, by the Sydney FC 
keeper. 

Grant showed plenty of intent in the final 
minutes, and created a third goal for Sydney 
FC with a minute to go. Finding room for a 
cross on the left, he picked out the head of Thi- 
am on the far post, and this time the lanky man 
from Senegal made no mistake. Grant might 
have scored himself a minute later after turning 
his man in midfield and firing at goal from 25 
yards, but the shot skidded wide. 

A marvellous game of football, and a fine 
start to the event.

Going into the match the Fire were faced 
with the knowledge that a draw or a win 
would see them clinch the title, a situa- 
tion that unsurprisingly lead to a tense 
and at times heated encounter out on the 
pitch. 

The Fire had the better of the opening 
quarter of an hour, with Tyson Holmes 
combining well with right-sided mid- 
fielder Yuta Gona in particular, and plac- 
ing the home side’s defence under early 
pressure. 

The visitors went close to scoring in 
the fifth minute when Holmes delivered 
a free kick, high towards the Strikers’ 
penalty spot. Josh Taylor jumped high 
to direct a powerful header at the Strik- 
ers’ goal, and the ball would have gone 
just under the crossbar if not for an ath- 
letic leap from goalkeeper Seb Usai, who 
palmed the ball away. 

The Strikers were taking their time to 
settle but were suddenly in the contest in 
the eighteenth minute when midfielder 
Matt Christensen opened up the Fire’s 
defence with an excellent pass to Matt 
Thurtell. Taking the ball in his stride 
Thurtell raced away from his defender 
and into the Fire’s penalty area. Thur- 
tell’s run brought Fire goalkeeper Antony 
Hall sprinting off his line, Hall then pull- 
ing off a fine save to slow Thurtell’s shot 
just enough to allow Alex Henderson to 
clear the ball away just before it crossed 
the line. 

From then on the Strikers began to wrest 
control of the midfield and created most 
of the scoring chances in the remainder 
of the half, only to waste them with shots 
and headers that failed to draw a save out 
of Hall. 

Christensen then missed a chance of his 
own when, having received a low cross 
from Myles Carseldine inside the Fire’s 
penalty area, the midfielder shimmied to 
his right to beat a defender and earn him- 
self the time to place his shot. But Chris- 
tensen’s shot failed to even test Hall, sail- 
ing half a metre over the crossbar from 
about ten metres. 

As Hall’s goal continued to live a 
charmed life Sean Burke became the next 
player to miss the target from close range. 
Burke go himself into position, sprinting 
on to an incisive pass from the centre 
circle and then beating a defender to race 
towards the Fire’s six-yard box with the 
defender trailing. As Hall advanced off 
his line Burke clipped a right-footed shot 
low to Hall’s left but the striker and the 
home side’s plentiful supporters were left 
gasping as the chance passed narrowly 
wide. 

The second half saw more of the same 
and only a brilliant sliding interception 
two minutes into the half from Greig 
Henslee prevented Thurtell from having 


striker's keeper Brendan White punches desperately over Shaun Blackman hea 
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a free shot just six yards out from goal. 

Hall was back in the action again only a 
minute or so later to parry a twenty-yard 
drive from Chay Hews. Strikers’ fans 
were again left groaning in disbelief as 
the ball then popped up waist-height to 
Thurtell, whose off-balance attempt to 
steer the rebound into the open net ended 
with the ball rolling just wide. 

The Fire were now finding it tough to 
get forward at all, but left winger Ryan 
Delahunty briefly raised their hopes in 
the sixty-second minute when, he found 
himself faced by Hews as a ball played 
behind Carseldine gave Delahunty room 
to run. Hews forced Delahunty wide as 
the winger outpaced him, but Delahunty’s 
deep cross had Seb Usai backpedalling 


anxiously before he leapt up to tip the 
ball on to the roof of his net. 
From there the game calmed a little, both 
sides struggling to carve out genuine op- 
portunities as the ball seemed to get stuck 
in midfield. 
Knowing that his side had to win to keep 
their title hopes alive, Brisbane coach 
David Large wasn’t afraid to roll the dice, 
bringing on Dylan Goodman and Jordan 
Mason with only twelve minutes remain- 
ing and neither side looking like scoring. 
Almost immediately, Goodman found 
himself inside the Fire’s penalty area for 
his first touch, striding on to a short pass 
that cut the visitors’ defence open. Hall 
was out like a flash as Goodman went 
for the first-time finish, the goalkeeper 
spreading his body, the ball deflecting off 


his leg and onto the roof of the net. 

But it was the other substitute, Mason, 
who was destined to have the biggest im- 
pact. As the Strikers pressured the Fire 
inside their defensive third Mason won 
a tussle for possession and then strode 
forward with the ball into left side of the 
Fire’s penalty area. Using his strength 
to hold off a defender Mason dribbled 
towards the six-yard box and an advanc- 
ing Hall. The Fire’s keeper couldn’t get a 
touch this time though as Mason rammed 
a low left-footed shot past into the net 
to spark wild celebrations amongst the 
Strikers players and supporters. 

The goal was enough to secure the re- 
sult that Brisbane so desperately needed 
as they attempt to halt Sunshine Coast’s 
seemingly unstoppable march towards

Round 14 of the Victorian Wom- 
en’s Premier League again dem- 
onstrated the ability of the league 
to throw up surprises this year, 
with Preston going within a whis- 
ker of upsetting Ashburton before 
settling for a point. Elsewhere, 
South and Casey shared the 
points as well, with Heidelberg 
United triumphing over Bendigo 
Vipers. 

A goal in each half was enough for 
Heidelberg United to secure the three 
points from a potentially tricky road 
trip to Bendigo. The win moves United 
to level on points with ladder leader 
Box Hill Inter, for the time being at 
least, and gives it the upper hand in the 
race to secure a top two finish and the 
double chance in the finals. Julia Ni- 
colaci and Melanie Camilleri were the 
goalscorers for the visiting side. The 
defeat, Bendigo’s seventh of the sea- 
son, means that it is still not out of the 
woods where relegation is concerned, 
especially as its remaining three match- 
es are all away games. Bendigo has 
slipped a place on the ladder to seventh, 
but still four points ahead of bottom 
side Altona City. 

South Melbourne and Casey Com- 
ets bounced back from their respective 
defeats in Round 13, to play out a stale- 
mate at Mclvor Reserve on Sunday. In 
a game of few chances, a draw was a 
fitting result, as neither side was able to 
break the game open. The result leaves 
Casey fifth on sixteen points, with 
South one place and four points behind. 
Casey can, theoretically, still break into 
the top four, but it has a fairly tough run 
in, and would need to rely on Ashbur- 
ton losing matches. South has climbed 
a place on the ladder as a result on the 
draw, overtaking Bendigo, but it, too, is 
still not safe from relegation. 

Preston Lions picked up another valu- 
able point, but it will rue the two that 
got away, as it surrendered a two goal 
advantage at Ashburton on Sunday af- 
ternoon. After a goalless first half the 
match exploded into life after the in- 
terval, with Preston establishing a two 
goal lead within the first ten minutes 
of the restart with Joanna Meletis and 
Sarah Sumner both on target for the 
visiting side. Having defeated South 
Melbourne last week, Preston looked 
on track for its second successive vic- 
tory, but Ashburton had other ideas. It 
pulled a goal back with just over twenty 
minutes left on the clock, but could not 
find the further breakthrough it required 
to square the match. Deep into injury 
time Preston still held the advantage, 
but Ashburton capitalised on a goal- 
mouth scramble to squeeze the ball 
into the net with the last kick of the 
match, and claim a share of the points.

While Preston will no doubt be disap- 
pointed to have let the game slip at such 
a late stage, the point it did gain gives 
it a valuable advantage over bottom 
side Altona City. With tough matches 
against the top two sides still to play, 
as well as the sides directly above and 
below it, that one point could yet save 
Preston from the drop. For Ashburton, it 
missed the chance to go third, but it will 
be relieved to have left the match with 
any points at all. 

The final match of the round, between 
Box Hill Inter and Sandringham , took 
place on Monday evening, after the 
time of going to print. 

With the top four virtually decided, in 
Round 15 the attention will be on the 
bottom of the ladder, and those at risk 
of relegation, as the bottom four sides 
face off against each other. The action 
begins on Saturday afternoon at BT 
Connor Reserve, when Preston Lions 
will be looking to extend its unbeaten 
run to three, as it hosts Bendigo Vipers, 
with both sides looking to get out of rel- 
egation danger. Altona City and South 
Melbourne clash at HC Kim Reserve on 
Sunday, in a real six-pointer of a game, 
which could also go a long way to de- 
termining which team will be relegated 
at the end of the season. 

Also on Sunday, Heidelberg United 
and Casey Comets meet at Olympic 
Village, while Ashburton and Sandring- 
ham meet at Ashburton Park. Box Hill 
Inter has the bye.

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Warriors Return to Winn

A certain sense of calm was re- 
stored to the State League Divi- 
sion One this weekend after last 
week’s manic round of upsets, with 
Langwarrin taking the three points 
against struggling Whittlesea to 
reclaim their place in the promo- 
tion zone. Pascoe Vale continued 
their superb recent form with a 
commanding win over Clifton Hill 
to take them into fifth place, while 
North Geelong brought some life 
back to their season with a win over 
Malvern City. 

Langwarrin were back at home after last 
week’s stunning 4-0 loss to lowly Clifton 
Hill, a result that would have left Gus 
Mcleod’s charges asking serious ques- 
tions of themselves. However, they made 
amends in impressive style this week, 
eking out a 1-0 result over the Zebras to 
climb back into 2nd place and showing 
the sort of resolve that sides need to win 
promotion at this level. Joe Harris was the 
scorer for Langwarrin. 

Pascoe Vale have been irresistible in re- 
cent times, having compiled an unbeaten 
record since Round 9 while picking up 14 
out of a possible 18 points in the process. 
They were superb again as they routed 
visiting Clifton Hill 3-0 at Hosken Re- 
serve. Jason Principato, Zlate Matlioski 
and Adrian Talarico were the scorers for 
the home side, who now edge to within 2 
points of 2nd placed Langwarrin. 

Pascoe Vale coach George Kakaletsis 
was quick to acknowledge that his team 
enjoyed some luck when Clifton Hill’s 
goalkeeper was sent off for a last ditch 
challenge that handed Zlate Matlioski his 
penalty. ‘It was a pretty even first half, 
and Clifton Hill were a lot better than they 
were when we played them in Round 1. 

But the penalty really changed the game 
which usually happens when a player gets 
sent off and we really increased our inten- 
sity and our pressure and started creating 
chances. They had three at the back and we 
went after them. It was really pleasing to 
see that we didn’t relax and we kept going 
at them.’ However, he was guarded about 
his team’s chances for promotion this sea- 
son. ‘I said to the boys that we need to 
string some wins together and yes, the last 
six weeks have been really good for us, 
especially the last two weeks when we’ve 
had back to back wins over Fawkner and 
Clifton Hill. As for our promotion chanc- 
es, well next week will be a real test for us 
when we play Langwarrin. We’re only 
two points away so it’s definitely up for 
grabs. But I’ve always said that we have 
the squad to get promoted, we just need to 
get some consistency into our play. But if 
we can get 6 points in the next two weeks 
then we’re definitely a chance.’ 

Meanwhile Fawkner Blues’ season con- 
tinued to waver, succumbing to their sec- 
ond successive defeat against St.Albans in 
a 2-0 result at Churchill Reserve. 

Martin Hana impressed for the home 
side with a double to his name after an 
excellent display in front of goal for the 
Saints. The win ensures the Saints have 
no chance of falling into the drop zone this 
season as they now streak 10 points clear 
of Clifton Hill and Malvern City. 

Meanwhile the Blues are still only 1 
point off second placed Langwarrin, but 
they desperately need to get their season 
back on track when they play top of the 
table Springvale White Eagles next Friday 
night. 

North Geelong bounced back from 
successive losses against ladder leaders 
Springvale and Bulleen with a much need- 
ed away win against Malvern at Kingston 
Heath. 

The 3-0 score-line did not do justice to a 
plucky Malvern side who had their share 
of bright moments and could very well 
have taken a point from the match had 
they been more clinical in front of goal. 
Conversely, Vinko Buljubasic’s Warriors

made the best of their opportunities and 
went home with a win that puts them only 
four points behind second placed Lang- 
warrin. 

Former Melbourne Knights NSL pre- 
miership player Adrian Cervinksi was 
man of the match, capturing a brace in a 
classy display in his favoured position at 
centre-forward. 

It was he who opened the scoring in the 
10th minute, receiving a delicate first- 
touch through ball from Robert Zadworny 
before going on to beat the keeper with a 
delightful lob that showcased all his high- 
er-level experience. 

He then doubled the lead in the second 
half with a well struck 25 yard free kick 
to put his side in the box seat. The busy 
Robert Zadworny then rounded off a com- 
mendable individual display with a header 
in the last 10 to complete the contest for 
the Warriors. Vinko Buljubasic said that 
good finishing was the key to his side’s 
win. ‘It was a deserved win, even though 
they gave us a few scary moments in front 
of goal, they missed their chances and we 
did well to take all of ours.’ 

He also praised the efforts of Robert 
Zadworny, who has got his name on the 
scoresheet more times than any other 
Warriors player this season. ‘He’s a re- 
ally tricky player, he’s quick and he makes 
it really hard for defenders to mark him 
because he’s got so much pace.

In the last five weeks we’ve actually 
had half our squad missing so it’s been 
hard for us. It’s also important to note 
that we’ve got four players out for the rest 
of the season so having all these players 
missing has definitely dented our chances 
for promotion this season.’ 

However, The Warriors have a chance 
to edge closer to second place when they 
play the out of form Whittlesea Zebras 
next Saturday.

Heidelberg United coach
